The secretary of the committee, 
Orval Baldwin, reported th a t his 
committee had considered all im ­ 
aginable 
plans 
for 
business li­ 
censes, and would suggest th at the 
Board pass an ordinance charging 
$10 for each line of merchandise 
or business engaged 
in at 
any 
(place. 
They w’ould ask also, th at 
the licenses issued be listed on the 
bulletin board at the village hall. 
Mr. 
B arrett 
cautioned 
against 
building up monopolies 
and the 
reputation of higher prices in A r­ 
lington Heights. Mr. Albert Goed- 
ke, 
plumber, 
talked 
at 
length, 
stressing th at licenses are desired 
by business men as a protection, 
not so much by police as against 
competition, particularly 
against 
peddlers. 
The discussion brought out the 
chief issue, which remained unset­ 
tled, in connection with the pro­ 
posal of the $10 rate—w hat consti­ 
tutes a line of 
business? 
How 
may a line of business be defined? 
One local store was cited, in w?hich 
it was claimed there are seven dis­ 
tinct lines of business being car­ 
ried on. 
Speakers indicated a de­ 
sire to place lim its on the recent 
marked 
tendency 
of 
business 
houses to keep adding new lines of 
merchandise. 
The suggestion was 
made by one speaker that as the 
business men could not agree, the 
board work out its owm program, 
and make the business men live up 
to it. A gainst this, the last year’s 
poor collections, and everyone dis­ 
satisfied, was cited.

n’s committee, and see if agree­ 
ment might be effected. 
All board members were present.

Dog tax had been paid in 66 cases, 
or $09 cash.

commandments were passed on to 
the three members of that depart­ 
ment by the village board Monday. 
No one can hereafter say that a 
policeman has nothing to do. The 
village board has seen to it that he 
is to be kept busy whether 
he is 
busy or not. 
Ii a policeman familiarizes him­ 
self with the rules as given below 
he m ust not travel faster than 20 
miles an hour. 
This rule, w’hich 
is Number eight, evidently applies 
to Mr. Heinemann, who wralks, as 
well as to Mr. Skoog, wrho rides a 
motorcycle. 
The job of supressing gambling, 
gambling devices and 
liquor law 
violations has been put directly up 
to the departm ent by rule No. 9. 
If a strange dog eagerly awaits 
a word of greeting from you, first 
look around to see if there is 
police officer in sight before you 
give him an encouraging wrord. The 
canine detail is on 
duty at all 
times and’ Rule 7 says th at offi­ 
cers m ust find an owmer for every 
dog in town. 
If the ten 
commandments are 
followed, Arlington 
Heights will 
have a model police department. 
The rules as promulgated Mon­ 
day night are as follows: 
Police Officers, Skoog, Heine­ 
mann, Luehring. 
1. Thoroughly fam iliarize your­ 
selves with Chapter 4, Article I, 
Sections 78, 79, 80. 81, 82, 83, 94. 
85, 86, 87, 88. 89, 90, 91, 92 and 
93, of Municipal Code and partic­ 
ularly Section 85. Be prepared to 
stand w’ritten examination on the 
subject m atter contained in these 
sections on June I, 1933 in the vil­ 
lage hall at 3 o’clock p. rn. 
2. You are expected to observe 
the following regular 
hours 
of 
duty: 
Skoog—Start 7:30 a. rn. to finish 
6:30 p. rn. daily except Thursday. 
Hememan— S tart 7 p. rn. to fin­ 
ish 5 a. rn. daily except Fridays. 
Luehring—Start 7 to 
finish 5 
daily. 
You must punch time clock at 
station when reporting and leav­ 
ing duty and regularly a t intervals 
of tw’o hours w’hile on duty. liime 
clock records must be delivered to 
the chairman of the Police commit­ 
tee monthly. 
No variation of this 
schedule will be permitted without 
official sanction by the Police com­ 
mittee. 
3. Wheel 
equipment—Do 
not 
take motorcycles or squad car out­ 
side of Arlington Heights without 
permission of Police committee or 
president. 
Keep same in good re­ 
pair and appearance at all times, 
de- 
of 
the Police committee. 
4. Inasmuch as your personal a t­ 
tendance is required at all regular 
board meetings, come prepared to 
personally render a detailed report 
of your departm ental activities. 
5. Every arrest slip m ust be ac­ 
counted for and cash bail bonds and 
other funds coming into your hands 
officially must be turned over daily 
to the proper official. 
6. All drivers of locally owrned 
and operated 
motor vehicles 
ob­ 
served upon the streets of this vil­ 
lage not bearing the necessary ve­ 
hicle tax sticker after June I, must 
be arrested and brought before the 
Police m agistrate. 
7. Constant check upon all dog 
owners within the village must be 
maintained in order that none es­ 
cape the dog tax prescribed by or­ 
dinance. 
8. Patrol routes prescribed by 
the Police committee must be main­ 
tained at a normal speed, not to 
exceed 20 miles per hour. 
9. Be particularly vigilant in su­ 
pressing gambling 
and gambling 
devices and liquor law violations, 
im proper parking of automobiles 
and conditions affecting the chil­ 
dren of the community. 
10. Be courteous, know’ w’hat you 
are doing and do it. 
Be firm but 
gentlemanly within limits prescrib­ 
ed by the occasion.

RELIEF CASES 
DROP UNDER 
COUNTY RULE 


Supervisors AU Yield Du* 
ties to Case Workers; 
Labor no Bar to Help 


By next Monday, May 
22, all 
township supervisors in the north­ 
ern part of Cook county are to be 
relieved of their form er duties as 
adm inistrators of county poor re­ 
lief, and case workers 
from the 
Cook County Bureau of Public Wel­ 
fare will have direct supervision of 
the 
relief 
of 
families. 
Among 
those in the townships are Mrs. 
Beulah 
Robinson 
for 
Wheeling 
township; Mr. Masdell, Elk Grove; 
Mr. McKaskle, Palatine; Mrs. Katz 
for Schaumburg, Hanover and Bar­ 
rington. 
It is aimed to have one 
case worker for about IOO fam il­ 
ies, though there 
may be 
many 
more to start. 
The county finds 
that 
by 
close 
investigation 
of 
cases, many can be eliminated. Du­ 
ties of workers may include three 
days in the field each w’eek, 
and 
three days in the Chicago office, for 
much detail and clerical work is re­ 
quired of them. 
In Wheeling township, the drop 
in the number of families receiv­ 
ing relief from the county has been 
from about 300 to about 200, this 
since February. 
A few have vol­ 
untarily withdraw^ or have drop­ 
ped out, some have got work, some 
have been found to have resources 
th at are considered to disqualify 
them for relief. 
Contrary to rumor, to have some 
one in the family working or ac­ 
cepting odd jobs does not bar that 
family from receiving relief, pro­ 
vided the income is small in pro­ 
portion to vitally 
necessary ex­ 
pense, and especially if the num­ 
ber of dependents is large. In such 
a case, a budget is worked out for 
that fam ily; rent may be included 
at from $5 to $15 a month. No al­ 
lowance for rent, how’ever, is made 
out of the $30 a month men may 
receive from w’ork in the Special 
Work division unless the food bud­ 
get does not total $30, in which 
case the money w er the food bud­ 
get may be used for rent. 
No refusals to go to work have 
been made by any able-bodied men, 
according to Mrs. Robinson.

BANK LAW 
REVISION 
IS FOUGHT 


Bankers Association For, 
State Auditor’s Group 
Against, Reforms 


A bill for an act to completely 
revise the banking: laws of Illinois. 
House Bill 862, may be smothered 
In the house unless people raise ? 
demand for action. The bill would 
practically end bank failures and 
would greatly improve adm inistra­ 
tion of banks in liquidation in the 
interests of depositors. 
It would 
completely revise the banking laws 
of Illinois. 
U rgently endorsed by the Illinois 
Bankers Association, this. the Teel- 
Searle bill, would take all banking 
out of the hands of the State Audi­ 
tor, and set up a banking commis­ 
sion to be appointed by the Gover­ 
nor. This commission would name 
a “nonpolitical” superintendent of 
banking. It also would throw great­ 
er restrictions about the opening 
of new banks, and fix more rigid 
requirem ents for persons wishing 
to enter the banking business. 
Under the mutual bank feature 
of the bill, Illinois could have sav­ 
ings banks similar to those in New 
York, M assachusetts and Connecti­ 
cut, which weathered the financial 
storm without a single failure. 
State Auditor E. J. B arrett and 
associates are fighting the 
bill. 
John II. Stelle. B arrett employe 
and former assistant state treas­ 
urer under B arrett, is leading the 
fight. 
He is a potential candidate 
for the Democratic nomination for 
state treasurer next April. 
This 
group have held 
conferences at 
which it was agreed to smother 
the bill, and substitute other legis­ 
lation that will increase B arrett’s 
political grip on open and closed 
banks. Then a commission is to be 
appointed to prepare a banking law 
for the next general assembly two 
years hence, which might be voted 
on by the people in 1936. 
If the public does not like this 
kind of deal the voters will have j 
to make their wishes known tc the j 
legislators at once. 
Ii the bill is 
smothered it may be the chief is- j 
sue in the legislative elections next 
year. Every member may have to * 
account for any action against this J 
bill, either under cover or in the 
open. 
The people have a right to vote 
a new banking law to prevent in 
the next five years what has hap­ 
pened rn the last five. 
No legis­ 
lator can rightly deny this to them. 
Principles of Barking Bill 
That it is not concerned with pol­ 
itics nor personalities is declared 
by the Illinois Bankers Association, 
in urging this bill. But the follow­ 
ing principles embodied in the bill 
it is very much concerned with in j 
order to make banks safer for the ! 
depositing public, and 
safer and 
orofitable for all who invest in the 
banking business: 
The administration of the Bank­ 
ing Act by an independent banking j 
department supervised by a state 
banking board; 
7>o confine 
banks 
strictly 
to I 
banking operations and to remove 
all speculative sloe! 
jobbing oj 
othe; undesirable influences: 
To permit broad authority to the 
hanking department to supervise 
banks and safeguard the interests 
of depositors and to lodge corres­ 
ponding responsibility in that de­ 
partment: 
To permit the 
banking depart­ 
ment to cause the removal of any 
bank officer, director or 
employe 
and to provide against unsafe or 
unsound policies and practices in 
the operation of banks; 
To reouire banks 
to establish 
ample capital and surnlus in p ro ­ 
portion to deposit liability and to 
maintain suffkent cash reserves. 
To establish the principle of par­ 
ity to all depositors by prohibiting 
banks from making preferences to 
any; 
To establish in the banking de­ 
partment the task of liquidating in­ 
solvent banks, with the necessary 
legal aid to be furnished by the A t­ 
torney General. 
The Teel-Searle bill, if passed, 
could be voted on at a referendum 
next year.

Heavy Rainfall and Little Sunshine 
Makes Season Backward 


W eather Forecaster Donnell, of 
the Chicago W eather Bureau office, 
when asked how the weather of the 
past few weeks compares with pre­ 
vious years, states: “As usual, the 
weather has been very unusual.” 
W eather men become very non­ 
chalant about the weather, from 
checking records from all over the 
country, and 
Forecaster 
Donnell 
says that seldom a day goes by that 
some record, somewhere, 
is not 
equalled or broken. 
However, for 
the Chicago area, the recent weeks 
have been interesting 
to anyone 
following weather conditions. 
For instance, 
to 
most people 
April was a wet month. 
Yet. the 
rainfall, or, properly the precipita­ 
tion, since there were 4 days with 
snow, was below normal. The nor­ 
mal for April is 2.78 inches, and 
this year we had only 2.61 inches. 
However, the 
normal 
month of 
April has l l days when a consid­ 
erable amount of rain falls. 
This 
year there were 16 such days, and 
in addition 6 more days when there 
was a trace. In other words, there 
were 22 rainy days out of 30, which 
is enough to establish April as a 
wet month, to the satisfaction of 
most of us. 
Season Unusually Backward 
March was really a wet month, 
with precipitation of 4.05 
inches 
with a normal of 2.52 inches. 
So 
far in May the rainfall has been 
heavy. 
With about 3.75 inches so 
far. we have more than the normal 
rainfall for the total month. 
The season is later than usual 
also, judging from the blossoming 
of fruit trees and perennial plants. 
However this is not due to low tem ­ 
perature, as the tem perature av­ 
erage for the last three months is 
within one tenth degree of normal. 
r.1he lateness is due to the lack of 
sunshine rather than low tem pera­ 
ture. Even with the 3 months av­ 
erage about normal, the month of 
May so far has been about one and 
a half degrees below normal. 
With these apparent 
contradic­ 
tions in the weather we can still 
say that the weather has been un­ 
usual, and add, if Mr. Dor.nell in­ 
sists, “as usual.”
